Philadelphia, Sept. 8.— The 33d nar 
tional encampment of the Grand Army 
of the Republic came to an end Thurs- 
day nicfht. The election of a com- 
mander-in-chief, which, it was sup- 
posed, would be settled only after a 
warm contest, was conducted and car- 
ried out in the most peaceable manner 
imaginable. CoL Albert D. Shaw, of 
Watertown, N. Y., was unanimously 
elected to the highest oflBce of the or- 
ganization after Judge Leo Rassieur, 
of bt. Louis, had declined to be a can- 
didate. Early in the campaign there 
were three candidate.s. W. C. John- 
son, of Cincinnati, who was acting com- 
mander-in-chief, was first mentioned 
and the names of Col. Shaw and Judge 
Rassieur later became prominent. 
Johnson’s boom was ended Wednesday 
with his election to the oflSce for the 
unexpired term of the late Commander 
Sexton, lasting two days. 

. This rendered him ineligible to can- 
didacy for another term, and with the 
election of Col. Shaw he becomes as 
past commander-in-chief. The friends 
of Col. Shaw and Judge Rassieur 
claimed the victory until the Missouri 
veterans at Thursday’s session of the 
encampment, withdrew from the con- 
test in favor of his New Y'ork oppo- 
nent, Aside from the selection of a 
ccmmander-in-chief, the pension ques- 
tion receives the major portion of at- 
tention. Resolutions were adopted

^Yashixgton, Sept. 8, — The treasut^ 
department has had under considera- 
tion for some time the preparation of 
examinations for the positions in the 
customs service and internal revenue 
service which pertain to excepted 
places, under the president’s order of 
May 29, 1S99, such as deputy collectors 
of internal revenue, storekeepers and 
gaugers, compensation under $500, and 
for positions in the customs service 
filled by cashiers, chief or principal 
deputies at customs ports, and the 
principal deputy at each sub-port, 
deputy naval oflBcers and deputy sur- 
veyors. 

The department has concluded to re- 
duce the examination to arithmetic, 
’including the conversion of currency, 
letter writing, plain copy and business 
experience and training. The arith- 
metic will be as practical as possible 
and where practicable will relate to 
the actual business transactions in- 
tended for the employes. 

For storekeepers and gaugers the 
candidates will be called upon to fur- 
nish vouchers to be filled by reputable 
citizens who are acquainted with the 
applicant. The applicant will have to 
show his age, occupation and residence. 
The person signing the voucher must 
show the length of time he has been 
acquainted with the applicant, w'heth- 
er the applicant is possessed of moral 
courage, and would be a proper person 
to employ without yielding to in- 
fluence where he would be apt to temp- 
tation. It must be shown that the 
person signing the voucher would 
trust the applicant with employment 



Washington, Sept. 11.— The navy 
department expects to begin the man- 
ufacture of smokeless powder at its 
powder mills, a few miles back from 
the Potomac river, near Indian Head, 
within the next two or three m nths. 
Work on the mills has been pushed 
energetically, and at present about 
1,200 men are emploj'ed. Adm. O’Neil, 
chief of bureau of ordnance, accom- 
panied by Lieut. Seymour, of the bu- 
reau, inspected the work during the 
last week, and was much pleased at the 
progress made. Already about a dozen 
buildings are completed, the electric 
light plant, said to be one of the finest 
in the world, is installed, and the stand 
pipe, 120 feet high, is up. There are 
ten or twelve other buildings well 
along toward completion. Altogether 
the group of buildings will number 24 
or 25, with a capacity of 2,000 pounds 
of smokeless powder daily. This daily 
output seems large at first thought, 
but one of the big 13-inch guns of the 
Indiana uses 1,000 pounds of pow’der at 
a single shot. 

The various buildings of the jxiwder 
plant cover a wide area about four 
miles back from the river. The gen- 
eral purpose has been to keep the 
buildings as far apart as the require- 
ments of manufacture would permit, 
in order to avoid the dangers of explo- 
sions. For that reason there is no 
large central buildingx but many small 
ones, each having a distinct branch of 
the powder making. They are ar- 
arranged, also, with a view to the pre- 
vailing winds, so that the risk of hav- 
ing the fumes of acid borne by the 
wind is reduced to a minimum. 

One building is us. d exclusively for 
the picking process; another for the 
mixing; another for the acids. In this 
way each stage of manufacture is de- 
tached from all the others, not only re- 
ducing the chances of accident, but 
also giving some security against wide- 
spread damage in case of explo- 
sion in any one stage of 
the process. Another precautionary 
measure has been the building of light 
“paper” walls at the ends of the build- 
ings. These readily give to the pres- 
sure of an explosion, leaving the main 
walls of the structure standing, and 
materially reducing the loss which oc- 
curs when an explosion is closely con- 
fined. 

In order to connect the many build- 
ings and permit the powder process to 
be carried on expeditiousl}’, a com- 
plete trolley car service is to be in opr 
eration. This will keep the material 
in its various stages moving forward 
from building to building until com- 
pleted, The electric light plant serves 
the three fold purpose of running the 
machinery, running the trolley car 
service from mih to mill, and supply- 
ing light for the plant. 

The opening of the mills will mark 
a distinct departure by the govern- 
ment. Heretofore all the supplies bl 
powder have been dra%vn from private 
sources. The first appropriation made 
by congress for a powder factory wag 
about $200,000, but in the last naval 
appropriation bill $1,000,000 was given 
for the purchase “or manufacture” of 
powder. This permits a part of the 
last appropriation to be used for the 
mills now in course of construction.

through a narrow cut of solid lime- 
stone, the wheel chains on the Hough- 
ton had parted, and the steamer drove 
her nose far into the limestone rock on 
one side, while the current swung her 
sterrf against the opposite side of the 
channel. The next instant the Fritz 
crashed into the side of the boat, cut- 
ting a hole in her side. The Fritz then 
also swung across the channel, which 
was as completely blocked as if the 
engineers had constructed a dam at 
that point. 

Every man who could be secured was 
put to work. Divers succeeded in put- 
ting a patch of wood over the break, 
and night and datr after that the ore 
was shoveled into lighters. Sunday at 
noon 1,800 tons had been lightered and 
the bow of the Houghton had risen 
:>ut of the water about five feet. It 
was found that the steamer had 
driven her way into the lime- 
stone ledge about 12 feet, and 

the ledge had to be blasted away. 
The first blast of dynamite only 
cracked the rock. A second was then 
placed under the rock and four tugs 
were hitched against the Houghton’s 
stern on one side and two on the other 
side, while one was placed at her bow. 
The tugs started up at full sp>eed and 
the battery was fired. It was expected 
that the next instant would see t'ae 
Houghton floating down stream, car- 
r 3 ’ing the tugs and lighters and even 
the trees from the bank to which the 
boat was hitched by^ a 12-inch hawser. 
But the Houghton did nothing of 
the kind- The great boat raised 
slightly’, and then settled back nine 
inches deeper in the pocket than she 
was before. Again the rocks were 
charged with dynamite and again the 
tugs puffed and snorted when the 
charge was fired. Again the Houghton 
did not move an inch. Tliis was re- 
peated again and again until finally, 
after an unusuallj’ heavjr charge, 
which shattered the rocks which held 
the bo%v of the l^oughton in a vise, the 
big boat moved in the current and 
drifted and was pulled out of tlie 
channel. 

It was a time of great rejoicing 
among the captains of the blockaded 
fleets, over a hundred of whom were at 
th€' scene. Thev’ hurried back to their 
ships, to prepare for the procession 
down the river. They scon began to 
move into position in Ha\’ lake, where 
thej* took their places in the order of 
their arrival at the locks. 

Sunday night the fleet stretched out 
for miles in Hay lake. Captains are 
waiting for word from Capt. Davis to 
start. Thej* were passing down a third 
of a mile apart in order to avoid dan- 
ger of collision.

As most of the up- 
bound boats have been gotten out of 
the way the procession will be perfect- 
ly continuous and doubtless it is the 
greatest naval display ever given in 
the United States. 



fua, his brother, visited him during the 
course of the afternoon, his brother 
subsequently leaving for Paris. The 
application to the court of revision was 
taken to him at noon by Maitre Lab- 
ori’s assistant and he signed it. Sun- 
day he spoke but little, though he has 
seemed in better spirits than might 
have been anticipated. The meeting 
with his wife was naturally very af- 
fecting, but both held up as well as 
possible. He said to her: ‘T am not 

uneasy regarding myseif as I shall 
soon be free, but I think of you and 
my poor children. They will be brand- 
ed as the children of a traitor.” 

He is convinced that the ten years 
Imprisonment to which he is sentenced 
will be wiped out by the five years of 
solitary seclusion he has undergone on 
Devil’s island, and he expects to be re 
leased by October 15, which will be 
five years from the date of his former 
londemnation. He is so sanguine that 
he has made an extraordinary request 
of his ■wife for a novel to read in the 
meantime, explaining that his mind is 
so shaken and weighed down by re- 
cent even'cs that he needs to divert his 
thoughts and to try to get all the 
recollections of the last three months 
but of his mind. He thinks that read- 
ing a novel will afford the desired 
mental repose and keep him from 
brooding. 

The town Sunday was perfectly 
calm. There was not a sign of a dem- 
onstration nor a cry for or againsii 
Dreyfus or the Jews heard anywhere. 
A numbei’ of people gathered to see 
Mme. Dre>’fus visit the prison, but they 
were quite respectful. 

The troops and masses of gendarmes 
who Saturday gave the center of 
Rennes the appearance of a military 
camp have completely vanished. There 
are hardly an\" gendarmes in sight ex- 
cept near the Drej'fus residence, where 
a few are posted. 

So far as can be ascertained military 
men are perfectly satisfied with the 
verdict ■which they interpret as safe- 
guarding the honor of the army and 
at the same time doing an act of mercy 
for Dreyfus who, they say, has suffi- 
ciently expiated his crime in the awful 
existence he passed on Devil’s Island. 
The\* point out that even if he is sent 
to Fort Corte it will be to receive 
henceforth the humane treatment ha 
has experience since his return to 
France. One strange fact is 
the extraordinary difference of opinion 
respecting the exact effect of the judg- 
ment — whether he can be degraded 
again, and whether the five years soli- 
tary confinement he has undergone, 
will be regarded as equivalent to the 
ten years’ detention to which he is now 
sentenced and he will be released 
next month. This matter is quite 
aside from the general impression that 
he will be pardoned in a few days by 
President Loubet, who will find some 
ground to exercise clemenc\*. 

Maitre Demange thinks the five years 
will count for nothing and that Drey- 
fus, according to law, will have to 
suffer ten years’ detention. Many oth- 
ers, however, including several law- 
yers hold a contrary opinion and de- 
clare that he will be released in Octo- 
ber. 

A correspondent Sunday afternoon 
interrogated M. Coupois, the clerk of 
the court-martial, on this point.

martial having considered the case as 
beginning when Dreyfus appeared be- 
fore them, disregarding altogether his 
previous sentence.

New York, Sept. 11. — Invitationg 
were sent Sunday to leading citizens 
and clergymen irrespective of race 
and religion to take part in a great 
Dreyfus protest meeting which will be 
held this week in Cooper Union. Every 
leading Hebrew citizen is on the com- 
mittee and will take part. At this meet- 
ing will be appointed a committee of 
men of standing of the financial, polit- 
ical and religious world, who will go 
to Washington and ask the president 
to make a personal appeal to President 
Jyoubet, of France, icr Capt. Dreyfus.

Indians Vigorously Opposed to the 
Division of Their Lands. 



Present Condition of Affalra in tbe 
Creek Nation, Indian Territorj*, 

la Not Reaasurins:-~Troable 
la Probable. 

[Special Chetocah (I. T.) Letter.] 

The troubles over the allotment of 
ands to Indians seems to be increas- 
ing. The full-blooded Indians do not 
wish the land divided, but prefer that 
the title remain in the tribes. The 
recent law allots to each member 
)f a family 160 acres. As many of 
the Indians have large families, they 
will get good-sized f.irms. On an aver- 
age, the Indian cultivates only 40 cr 
80 acres. Under the tribal laws he can 
locate as much as he wishes. Then be 
leases it to white men. A few jumpers 
fence a tract of several thousand acres 
and lease it to a white man for a cat- 
tle ranch. The Indians live in idleness 
on the revenues. They naturally op- 
pose the allotment, and so do the Amer- 
ican holders of leases to these large 
tracts. Another element, the full- 
blooded Indians, are also in . tjjposition, 
becau.se they read their fate in thus 
placing the lands Avithin 'he reach of 
the j)aie face. The law also provides 
that the present leaser shall be reduced 
to 160 acres per capita, under a jicnaity 
of not less than $100 r. day. Strangely, 
the law makes no provision for a sur- 



chief of each nation names another, 
and each pai ticular town names a third. 
When the property shall be offered for 
sale, the occupant has the first privilege 
to hid the appraised valuation; after 
that it is open to all. There will no 
doubt be a great scramble, much litiga- 
tion, and perhaps more serious troubles 
will follow, during the next several 
months. 

The interest on the Indian funds in 
the treasury will hereafter be paid to 
each family individually, and not to 
the nations. Flush times are expected 
when these cash allotmeniU are made. 

In explanation it may be stated that 
the “Indian Territory” is composed of 
five nations, inhabited by live “civil- 
ized tribes” — The Choctaws, Chicka- 
saws, Chcrokees, Seminoles and Creeks. 
Each nation has its tribal government 
and chiefs. 

The United States laws are now sup- 
planting the tribal laws and courts, but 
the nations retain their chiefs and legis- 
lative councils. All criminal and civil 
cases, origin at ing within the past few 
months, will be tried in the United 
States courts, and Indian juries and 
courts are virtually out of existence. 
Heretofore, capital punishment Avas in- 
flicted by shooting, and the condemned 
was permitted to go home, settle his 
biisiness and bid his family good-by, 
and he returned promptly on the day 
of execution to be shot. Not. a failure 
is rej)ortpd in the history of the terri- 
tory, and the executions Avere many. 
This paroling of the condemned Avill 
now be stopped, under our civilized 
hiAV. It Avill be remembered that Won- 
ga Tonga, Avho A\as recently shot, Avaa

many prosecutions, instigated in main' 
instances by those Avho want the land, 
and this may lead to the usual Avar and 
vendetta. The. lessees Avill send a dele- 
gation to congress thi.s Avinter in their 
own interest.s, and' the full-bloods, Avho 
are opposed to the allotment, Avill also 
send a delegation to have a “big talk” 
with the wJlite chiefs Avho make the 
“bad laAvs against the. Indian.” 

As these lands ^are perhaps the most 
valuable, they will be much sought 
after Avhen the allotment is made. A 
pale face cattle rancher, who holds 
10,000 acres under the blanket lease of 
a few Indians Avho have jumped tbe. 
land, will be dispossessed of all except 
the quantity tbe Indians are entitled 
to under the allotment, which maybe 
one-half or or-e-fourth, according to 
the number In each family. For ex- 
ample, one rich Indian in the Creek na- 
tion has jumped a'oout 5,000 acres, and 
as he has a family of only four per- 
sons, he Avill lose nearly all of his land. 
The United States attornejs have or- 
dered the marshals to cut doAvn the 
wire fences of these illegal holdings, 
and this maj* precipitate the trouble.

The aim is to give to each 
Indian a home Avhere he must reside 
permanently, irnder the tribal laAVs 
he moved to any unoccupied land-Avhen 
he Avished. It belonged to the nation;

A disaffected element, under Musk- 
ratt, WhiriAvirid and Grills, aaIU soon 
emigrate to Mexico. 

The “toAvnsite” matter is another 
imjAcnding trouble. When tbe pale 
faces swarmed into the territorj', they 
leased lands from the.jiation in which 
they located, or from an Indian, who 
held bj- the right of the “squatter.” 
This is the same condition in tOAvns, 
and on farming lands. No one has a 
title to the land on Avhich h<! lives. He 
has a lease, or temporary claim, and 
ea,i onlj- sell his squatter's claim and 
the improvements. On these temporary 
occupations villages and cities have been 
built. This land is reserved from allot- 
ment. otherAvise the braves Avould se- 
lect tracts in Avhich there AA*ere several 
vorner lots. This property aaIH be sold, 
,nd the money Avill be paid to the gov- 
•rnment, as agent for the Indians. The 
Improtoments belong to ihc present oc- 
cupants.

United States court, the Indian sheriff 
grunted, saying that the Indian judge 
Avas right, and proceeded Avith the exe- 
cution. This is an explanation of the:r 
sAstem and the recent changes. la 
some of the nations an Ametican court 
will be held for the first lime next No- 
vember. 

In this (Creek) nation there are three 
tickets in the field for chiefs, the elec- 
tion to be held in November. Chief 
Isparhecher is a' candidate for reele.c- 
tion; Kollj- McIntosh, grandson of the 
noted . Alabama chief Avho gaA-e Gen. 
Jackson a great deal of trouble, is on 
the ticket for second chief. Their plat- 
form is in opposition' to the treaty 
relations with the United States. It is 
knoAA’n as th'e “pure blood” or “straight 
Indian ticket.” 

Gen. Porter and Hon. Mote}' Tiger are 
candidates for first and second chief, 
respectively, on th e “progressive” 
ticket, Avhich forces an alliance with 
the Avhite man’s goAernment. L. C. 
PennA’man, a negro-Indian, .and Wil- 
liam McCombs, head another ticket, 
Avhich opposes the others on general 
principles. The .Creeks number about 
15,000, polling about 3,000 votes. White 
men are not eligible-to the franchise. 
TheA'.are not citizens, a?td are classed as 
“intruders.” Indians A-pte viA-a Aoce. 
They state their name to the clerk, 
Avith those of their candidates. The 
clerk records the Aote. It is likel.v that 
the Mexican SA'stem of repeating and 
chsinging the record maA* be introduced 
b}’ some of the half-breeds, Avho have 
learned of ciAilized Avavs, Avhich Avill no 
doubt bring on trouble. The candi- 
dates are able speakers; Mote\’ Tiger is 
reall}' eloquent. The Indian orator 
never speaks from notes — he speaks 
from the heart. The campaign Avill be 
the most livelA' one in the histor.v of the 
nation. The chief receiA*es oiiIa' $1,000 a 
} ear, but the honor is the greater prize. 
The second chief is paid $600 a jear, 
dhej' bear about the same relatiA'e posi- 
tion to their people as the president and 
vice president do in the pale face gov- 
ernment. The next chief, lioAvever, AA’ill 
be shorn of nearly all of his power — his 
duties AA'ill be limited to local matters 
concerning the tribe; all civil and crim- 
inal business having been transferred 
to the I'nited States courts, the Indian 
courts are abolished, and the council is 
depri\ed of the laAA'-making poAver. 
The “council” has tAvo branches, “the 
house of kings,” Avhich is similar to our 
senate and the “house of Avarriors,’* 
AAhich is similar to our house of repre- 
sentatives, in name if nothing else, for 
the}* have disturbance.^ AAhich are set- 
tled only after a quiet knock doAAn or 
tAvo. They receive $3 a day each, and 
are satisfied AAWth the honor. 

These officials are paid out, of the 
tribal funds Avhich are held in trust b.y 
the Lnited States government.

There was & time when this “assisted 
en.Ig'rant,” though so nobly self-sup- 
porting when it has the opportunity, 
was a tender slip and likely to perish of 
thirst. In 1714 Louis XIV. was pre- 
sented with a single coffee plant for 
his botanical garden b}’ an Amsterdam 
magistrate. It was nourished tenderly 
and in time slips from it were sent to 
Martinique — no doubt sub-rosa to the 
Dutch — the Dutch having long con- 
trolled the cultivation of coffee and 
guarded it jealouslj' lest it be culti- 
vated on islands not under their control. 
On the way to Martinique the botanist 
in charg^, the ship’s supply of water 
getting low, shared his own daily al- 
lowance with the precious plants. Re- 
sponding to his kindness, they were 
soon growing nicely in Martinique. In 
due time these slips produced their 
fragrant white flowers — the 3 ' grow at 
the roots of the leaves — and these pres- 
ently changed into berries, each with 
its two grains of coffee. From’ Mar- 
tiniijue the coifee journeyed to Porto 
Rico and Cuba. 

Now Porto Rico alone annually ex- 
ports about $9,000,000 worth of this 
highly esteemed bean. The plant grows 
wild in some parts of Africa.
